S. that no troop* should be marched into or 
encamped upon our soil and a similar demand 
waa to be made on the Confederate*. Mr. 
Allen, of Breckinridge, on the lf.ih, offered 
a resolution reciting that the occupation of 
Paducah by the forces of the United State* 
was in consequence of the invasion by Con- 
federate troops, and for the purpose of de- 
fending the peace, neutrality, and honor of 
the State, and that it would be discourteous 
to the Government and ungrateful and 
impolitic in the State to request the withdrawal 
of tbe U. S. troop*, but that the withdrawal of 
the Confederate troop* waa the condition pre- 
cedent to the discussion of any terms of peace. 
On the lt'. h of September, Zillieoffer commu- 
nicated to Gov. Magoffin his occupation of 
Cumberland Gap and the Long Mountain* in 
Kentucky, and, on the 1 7th, the House passed 
the Wolfe resolutions previously referred to by 
71 to 22— there being three Union snd four 
secession absentees. The next day, the 18th, 
the Committee on Federal lielation* re- 
ported that Kentucky bad been invaded 
bv tbe Confederate* and tbe commander* 
of the Invading force* h.rl inaolently pre- 
odition* upon which they would 
thus insulting the dignity of the 
State by demandiog terms to which it could 
not listen without dishonor. They therefore rc- 
questedften Anderson to take command of the 
department of the Cumberland, with authority 
and power from tbe State to call out a volun- 
teer force to repel invasion. These resolution* 
were adopted— 73 to 23. Subsequently, the 
acts to raise tu.oao volunteers, to borrow six 
millions of dollar*, to enlarge the power* of 
the Military Board, to procure munitions, and 
to put the State in an attitude of defence, 
were passed. 

This is the record of tbe Kentucky Legis- 
lature (or I Mil in relation to its action on the 
origin of the war, the manner in which it was 
met, and the preparation* for maintaining tbe 
bonor of the State. Any perversion which 
the Yeoman or its kindred print* may ice 
proper to make cannot change these historical 
fact*, for they are preserved on the journals of 
tbe Legislature, there to remain for all time, 
a* among the brightest page* of the bright and 
proud career of Kentucky.

The facta connected with it would seem to na

on unquestionable authority. 

As soon a* Mr. Lincoln was elected Presi- 
dent, Hardin Helm, trusting to some family 
relationship, fixed hi* eye upon the hope of a 
Lincoln office. We are assured that he was 
one of the applicant* for the Surveyor*hip of 
Customs in this city, and, that he was exceed- 
ingly confident of getting it. Hit thought* 
were at first intent upon a civil office, and be 
undertook to make interest for it with tbe la- 
iea or a lady of the President'* family.

A Signikicabt Fact.— 1'. will be seen from 
our items of Southern new* that the Military 
Committee of Memphis have made an appeal 
to planters not to ship any more cotton and 
tobacco to that city, and given notice, that, 
if any more be shipped there, it will be re- 
turned into the country at the expense of the 
Tbe Memphis Appeal, of the 2d 
inst., remarking upon the subject, say*, "tbe 
evils attending an accumulation of cotton at 
hi* or any other point are considered too ob- 
vioua to need pointing out, 

Undoubtedly tbe pointing out would be a 
rather delicate and even mortifying business 
Evidently the apprehension of the military au- 
thorities is, that any considerable amount of 
cotton accumulated at Memphis or any other 
point on the Mississippi might tall into the 
bands of a U. S. army engaged in an expedi- 
tion down that river. The interesting truth is 
revealed, that the Confederate military an 
thoritie* are already adopting precautionary 
measures to save tbeir cotton and tobacco in 
anticipation of the success of such an expedi. 
tion. And certainly the measures which they 
deem necessary for tbc purpose 
upon the plsniers with terrible severity. How 
under heaven can the Tennessee cotton-grow 
er* and tobacco -raisers live under their present 
enormous and monstrous burdens of taxation, 
when peremptorily prohibited by military 
power from taking their product* to markei? 
What would our secessionist* here, who have 
thought it such a miserable hardship that our 
Kentucky farmers could not take or send their 
staples to the Southern Confederacy, say if the 
farmer* around Louisville were told, that, if 
they should even bring their produce to mar- 
ket in this city, it would be sent back to them 
at their own cost? 

Our Southern friend* are likely to find, per- 
hap* too late, that they have set their feet upon 
the 



to the dark and bloody 
ground to render it darker and bloodier. 

But the true policy of Kentucky, Ohio, In- 
diana, and Illinois, must necessarily be to 
counteract and defeat this policy of the State* 
on our Southern border. Whilst the interests 
of the latter require that the conflict shall be 
pushed Northward, the interests of the former 
require that it be pu*hed Southward. The 
State* South of us know that if the war rages 
upon our Southern boundary, they will have to 
endure it* ravages, and the States North of u* 
know, that, if it rages upon our Northern bor- 
der, its desolations will reach them. And 
Kentucky herself knows, that, unlets the tide 
now surging over her from the South shall be 
rolled back, she herself will toon be rendered 
morally and physically a desert. 

Then let Kentucky and the friendly States 
upon her border prepare with all possible des- 
patch to repel the host* that have come and 
are coming from the South for the purposes of 
<■ mquest. A tremendously vigorous c fl irt to 
sweep over Kentucky it about being made, 
and it must bi met with tremendous vigor. 
We have little fear that it will not be. Oar 
own 8tate understands the magnitude of tbe 
crisis that is upon her, and ( »hio, In liana, 
and Illinois appreciate the dangers that threat- 
en them. We confidently believe, that, with- 
in six weeks, Tennessee and not Kentucky 
will lie the theatre of the war. 



Ahmr kor Kbktctcby. — Messrs. J. F. 
Speed, of Louisville, and J. T. Boyle, of Dan- 
ville, reached tbe city from Washington Sun- 
day morning. They represent everything 
as quiet around the National Capital since the 
forward movement of our troop*. These gen- 
tlemen were remarkably sureisaful in procur- 
ing arms for Kentutky. Among the arm* 
procured wo may without imprudence mention 
■ batteries cf srtillery. Wc learn from Col. 
Boyle that it it doe to the exertiont of Mr. 
Speed that the arm. were secured. He give* all 
credit to Mr. Speed and ascribe* the nieces* 
entirely to the effort* of Mr. S. We learn that 
the officer* of the Government and especially 
the President take the liveliest and most earnest 
interest in the welfare and defence of Ken- 
tacky. We are gratified at the interest taken 
in the defence of Kentucky and the success in 
procuring arm*, bat our State ha* not yet aa 
full a supply of armi as she will certainly 
need. We trust our friend, J. F. Speed, will 
not cease bi. invaluable exertions until tbe 
State is thoroughly armed. 

We venture to sugjjest to the State Military 
Biard that they secure the services of Mr. 
Speed and induce him to return to th: Eist to 
•cciire more arms for the State. No man under- 
stand* this business better than Mr. S , and 
none can more successfully accomplish it. Tbe 
State will require all the arms that can be secur- 
ed, even after the rebel* are driven ont of the 
State. The Military BiirJ know Mr. S., and 
that all confidence can be placed in him. We 
trust they will secure hi* services for that pur- 
pose. 

The present supply of arms, however, is 
tufficient to enable Gen. Anderson to equip 
the men already mustered into the sen ice here 
and an indefinite number besides. Therefore, 
let all regular bodies of soldiers unarmed ap- 
ply for hi tin at once; and let all bodies in pro- 
cess of organization fill up as rapidly as possi- 
ble in order to obtain arms. The a {vantage 
of volunteering without delay is equivalent to 
what every bravo spirit will esteem a preciou* 
In thia relation we deem it fit to nay, 
what we are authorized to say explicitly, that 
raon will receive into the service 
only volunteer, for three year* or during the 
war. 

«T< >fficert of military education now form 
a special desideratum in Kentucky. The work 
of turning citizens into tuldicrs and making 
an array out of recruit* enn be accomplished 
rapidly and effectually only through the in- 
strumentality of a tufficient number of officers 
in tbe art of war. Although, 
this is tho work to be done 
first of all in Kentucky, the means of do- 
ing it are as yet in a large degree wanting. 
We have, indeed, a most able and 
accomplished Chief, supported by capable and 
experienced Generals; but it would be far more 
teasorable to expect the President and Profes- 
sor* of Harvard or of Yale to perform the 
whole work of teaching the undergraduates 
than to expect Gen. Sherman and hi* princi- 
pal associate* in command to perform tbe 
whole work of disciplining the army of the 
Cumberland. Iu both cases, tutors are neces- 
sary; but in our case tutor* are greatly lack- 
ing. Wc need a supply of military tutors; 
and we trust the Government if possible will 
not prove backward in .upplying our need. 
We respectfully invite the attention of the au- 
thorities at Washington to this very important 
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W. N. 1 1 a t io sun — Thia man, proprietor 
of the late Lcouurrille Courier, ha* publiihed 
in tbe Nashville Union a long card, to which 
Dr. T. 8. Bell makes an utterly destructive 
reply in our paper of to-day. Mr. Haldcman • 
card i* a thing most di*graceful to him in all 
respect*. It is ungrateful, hypocritical, and 
scandaloualy false.

Must of the diplomatic and consular agents 
now abroad have been appointed by tho exist- 
ing administration. Public .opinion ard tha 
necesaitiea of the case alike required a general 
change in this branch of the public service. It 
was strongly suspected, and is now clearly es- 
tablished, that many of the MUBaVaaW officer* 
had tbe k ndlieat sympathy for the rebels and 
were secretly giving tbcm aid and comfort.

From all these indications, it is evident that 
Kentucky is to be used aa Virginia hat been 
—dragged out of the Union and into the 
Southern Confederacy, if possible, and in the 
case of our State, the miserable plea of recon- 
struction is not now used. We are, by the 
grace of l'olk, Buckner, / -llic. tlVr. and Jeff 
Davis, to become a constituent part of a divided 
Union, and Kentucky it to he a border 
State to protect the more extreme South- 
ern members of tbe Confederacy. But 
who believe* that thia republic can ever be 
divided and permanently remain *o? The 
impoasibility of fixing a boundary to 
divide the sections shows the impracticability 
ot two rt publics. Tbe traveller paste* from 
the cotton and sugar growing Nate* into the 
great agricultural and grain producing States, 
from thence into the mechanical and manu- 
facturing States, and even into those where 
tbe timber and the rocks teem their only pro- 
duce, without being able to tell where one be- 
gins and the other ends, any more than be 
could separate the water* of the Allegheny 
and the Monongahela after tbey have coalesced 
at Bittaburg, or tbe eddies of tbe Ohio a* it 
ita everlasting current into tbe broad 
The isothermal lines of the coun- 
try' »how, in the tame marked manner, that 
id indiviaible 
be wrought of marking 
out a Mason and Dixon's line on the blue em- 
pyrean and graving zonic boundaries upon the 
skies. The alternative* then which are pre- 
sented to u* — a Southern Confederacy in per- 
petuity or a Southern league for the purpose 
of reconstructing the old Union — are alike un- 
attainable. Tbe authority of tbe United States 
must be reasserted over every acre of it* broad 
dominions; this rebellion mutt be checked, tbe 
erring must return to tbeir allegiance after 
having settled their own accounts with those 
who seduced them into treason; while the Con- 
stitution and tbe laws based thereon must be 
preserved inviolate and command tbe respect 
of every citizen. 

BSTThe military authorities of Memphis 
at we mentioned yesterday, have ordained, 
that, if any more cotton or tobacco be sent to 
that city, it (hall be transported back into the 
country st the expense of the owner or owners. 
Tbe civil •uthonties of New Orleans have or- 
dained the same thing in relation to cotton, 
forbidding its being brought to that city. 

These things clearly indicate tbe character 
of Southern apprehensions and fears. Tbe 
people of tbe South, appreciating the etrong 
probability that the whole of their cities on 
the Miasusippi will fall into the hand* of the 
United States, are already making their prep 
•rations in anticipation of the event. Tbey 
prohibit the accumulation of their great sta- 
ples in those cities to prevent the U. S. armies 
from getting possession of them. And it 
would seem, from their adoption of this »trin- 
gent policy at tbe present time, that tbey deem 
tbe catastrophe near at hand. They think it 
tui.i.t come upon tbem ao suddenly, that, if 
they were to delay now, tbey would probably 
have no opportunity to save their accumulated 
cotton and tobacco by sending it to the inte- 
rior. 

It is a terrible hardship to the Southern 
planters, that, taxed almost to death as they 
are, they cannot even enjoy the privilege of 
sending their products to the only markets 
they ever had or can have. Tbey must be 
distressed beyond measure, and the sacrifice of 
all their possessions, if this state of things shall 
last long, is of course inevitable. But, when 
the anticipated fall of tbe Missisfippi cities 
before the march of tbe armies of tbe Union 
shall take place, we have no doubt that the 
important market*, now closed by the author- 
ities of the Confederate States, will be opened 
by the authoritiea of the United States; and 
then the times in the South will l« improved 
wonderfully.

Secessiok Baku a units — Two or three 
weeks ago a couple of men from an Illinoia 
regiment in Missouri started oat to pass a few 
hours in a scouting and bunting expedition. 
As they did not return, a squad of soldiers was 
sent out the next day in search of them. Afur 
going a few miles, the soldiers met a person, 
who informed tbem, that, at a place which be 
named, he had seen two men, like those they 
described, fired on by a dozen afcessioriists 
who were prowling through that region. Tbey 
went to the plsce and found one, and only 
onr, of their lost comrades. His legs and 
arm* had been cut off and laid across each 
other upon hit bodv; bia head, severed from 
the trunk, was set upright upon hi* chest; and 
the figures 10, the number of his regiment, 
were marked with his own blood upon bis 
arms. 

Over the mutilated body of the victim, the 
soldiers knelt and swore an awful oatb t« take 
no prisonert.

riot in Kentucky and Missouri. The destruc- 
tion of railroads and bridges, where the lives 
of tbe innocent are not involved in the catas- 
trophe, have really come to be the milder 
phases of the fearful visiution; 
might as well be one of a party cast ashore on 
the Cannibal Islands of the l'aciti ■ as be 
exposed to the tender mercies of the disunion- 
ists in too many portion* of our 1 
abiding and happy land.

•afWe expreawd surprise aad s>toui*hnst*nt 
tha other day that Goo. Albert Sidney John- 
aton, a Kentuckian, had axeepwd the appoint- 
ment to lead an invasion of his native State. 

Our surpriae and astonishment arc not lew 
to learn that Col. Tho*. n. Hunt, late of thi* 
city, has consented to head a regiment in the 
invasion We announced, a abort time ago. 
that Col. Hunt had accepted an appointment 
under Gen. Bnckner, but subsequently, and 
with great pleasure, we stated, np 
which we deemed ample, that he bad not 
so. We had a right to consider our 
for this lattor statement ample. Col. Hunt, 
sensitively anxious to avoid even a snspicion 
of any connection with the Inraaion of Ken- 
tucky, had written to this city that he had re- 
jected several urgent proffers of appointments, 
and that he would never under any circum- 
stances consent to participatu in an invasion of 
his natiTe State, and we believed hia assurance 
aad gladly rendered bim in our columns what 
we supposed to be juatlce. 

For Thomaa II. Hunt we have al vays f- It 
the strongest personal regard. He has hosts ot 
Irienda here and throughout Kentucky. But 
in spite of all this and in spite of bis earnest 
and oft- repeated protestation! that be could 
never be prevailed on to take part in the inva- 
sion of Kentucky, he is taking par' in it. We 
have before ns a printed handbill, dated at the 
Confederate Camp on Green river, rail in i for 
fcruits to a company to enter ''the o li Ken- 
tucky regiment to be commanded by Colonel 
Thoa. H. Hunt or Colonel B Hardin Helm," 
and tbe latter name ia erased with a pen to in- 
dicate that Colonel Hunt, with no alternate, 
is to bo the commander, and a pen adda 
at the bottom of tbe bill, "Colonel Hunt's 
regiment will go Into camp immediately." He 
is actually doing what a little while ago he 
profir s*d to be shocked at the bare thought of 
doing. The young men, who, as members of 
the State Guard, were drilled and disci- 
plined and indoctrinated by him here 
and in the encampment* at Shepberdarille 
and at Muldraugh's Hill, the youthful 
spirits, whom, by his instructions and 
his fascinations, be succeeded in bringing to 
the adoption of his own views of our national 
affairs, be is now leading to a conflict upon bi. 
and their native soil, a conflict in which he 
knows that they must meet cousins and brothers 
and fathers, to say nothing of life-long friends 
and neighbors, in tbe (ie)d of blood and car- 
nage. Where and when and how and under 
what mysterious influences, he contracted tbe 
diseased feelings and passions that have prompt- 
ed bim to do this thing, we cannot conceive; 
but, als>: what horrid changes may not the 
horned and hoofed devil of seeewioa work in 
the uabappy bosom where he establishes his 
•way! 

But we suppose that Johnston and Buckner 
and Hunt and Marshall and Casaeday and 
others make tbe excuse to their own con- 
sciences, that, if they and their troops could 
bot bare their way in Kentucky, there 
would be no tonflict between them aad other 
Kentuckiaas. Ah, rery likely, rery likely in- 
deed. The matter amounts then to tbia: If 
we of Keatucky will quietly allow our repeated 
decisions by overwhelming majorities at tbe 
billot box to be annulled or reversed, if we 
will contentedly permit our State legislation, 
the whole authority of our General Assembly, 
and the authority of the United States within 
our limits, to to overthrown and tbe taxes in 
tbe hands of the county collectors diverted to 
the Southern Confederacy, if we will unre- 
sistingly suffer all the cars and locomotives ol 
our railroads to be seized aad confiscated, 
our bridges to be burned, aad our lock* 
aad dams to ba blown np, to tbe utter 
destruction of commerce, if we will submis- 
sively content that our State sovereignty and 
all that pertains to it shall be cast down and a 
foreiga Government more despotic than that 
of Austria extended over us without our 
consent given or aaked, — if we will, like a set 
of miserable cowards and stares, let all this be 
done by armies invading us under the Confed- 
erate flag, we might possibly, by the gracious 
permission of our self constituted masters, be 
vouchsafed an exemption from bloodshed at 
the hands of their followers; but the probabil- 
ity is that our people will not purchase exornp- 
tion at any such price, especially as one of the 
conaequcaces would be tbeir immediate precip- 
itation into a terrible war with tbe States that 
are now our friead*.

The invasioa must be withdrawn or re- 
pelled, even though the commingling blood of 
brothers, fathers, sons, neighbors, aud friends, 
shed by each other's bands, shall set a stain 
darker than death upon her soil.

They 
are men uf influence with the authorities of 
the Southern Confederacy, and, as they know 
that they can never return again to tbeir Ken- 
tucky homes during tbe war unless Rentacar 
shall be conquered by the invading forces, they 
will of course do all in tb6ir power toward, 
inducing the Government al Kichmond to send 
a mighty force here and overrun the State if 
possible at once. 

Ilow far the three nen we have named and 
their triend* may be able, by tbeir earnest 
persuasions, to control the military plans of 
the Conftderata Gorernment, we of course 
know not, but there are a thousand unmistak 
able indication* that Kentucky, and the loyal 
States upon ber border, and the Federal Gov 
ernment which she sustains, must prepare to 
encounter, at a day not remote, powerful ar- 
mies upon her soiL We want no Federal 
fori** necessary to the protection of other and 
equally important points drawn off to Ken- 
tucky, y-t vigorous and formidable and imme- 
diate preparations for the defence of Kentucky 
are indispensable not only to ber continued 
existence as a member of the Confederacy to 
which she belongs but to the safety of Illinois, 
Indiana, < I. no, and Western Virginia, anil lo 
all the hope* of the Union men of the nation.

Wc rely calmly 
and cheerfully upon the sagacious and vigi- 
lant and far-seeing military authorities at 
Washington and in our own State to guard 
against such a catastrophe. 



oaT-Gm. Zollicoffer, though said to have 
retreated, is yet at Cumberland Ford with his 
main force, while his advance is in Laurel 
county, at Lrondon and in that vicinity, rav- 
aging tbe country and driving tbe people from 
their homes.

We know however 
that tbey are anxious to obtain all the infor- 
mation they can, and we take the liberty of 
suggesting to them, that, in a very few weeks, 
the roads will be absolutely impassable, espe- 
cially between Crab Orchard and Mt. Vernon 
No teams can then draw a loaded wagon over 
tbe roads. There is no turnpike on the moun- 
tain*, and the mad and the rebels will barri- 
cade tbe route and prevent tbe extension of 
any succor to that region, the beat and most 
patriotic portion of our State. 

All imprudence should of course be avoided, 
but we ronfeas to the utmost impatience whilst 
Zollicoffer and Buckner and Folk are upon the 
soil of Kentucky, stealing and marauding in 
all directions, winning feeble Union men to 
tbeir side by promises of protection, and ar- 
resting others and requiring them to swear 
allegiance to the Southern Confederacy.

1 he public *re aware that in all countries in

States, new.tpapers in the ma>a. Intended for 
general sale, are transmitted as freight on the 
railr.wds, without any postage tax. If the 
finances of the Confederacy were on their last 
legs, it might be excused to this extraordinary 
circomstance tbat a tax abon'd be levied upon 
their tranami-sion on tbe railroads, though this 
is done at no Mat at all to tba Uovsrnment But 
when the P •-:< ffi e Dapartmant demands tbe 
wb le price and cost of th* newspaper as a mere 
gratuity; demands aa much for allowing tbe rail- 
roads to transmit them at their own cost as any 
large printing establishment, conducted at great 
c a*, receive* for their manufacture, the folly of 
tbe thing, not to call it an outrage, appears so 
monstnius and disgraceful as to inspire a feeling 
of profound contempt for tb* D'pirtment which 
proposed sad enforces tbs met-ure.

A Secession Kui tor's Confession. — The 
bitterest secession K iitor in Kentucky for some 
months past has been Andrew Jackson Morey, 
of tho Cynthiana News. lie was recently ar- 
rested for treason, and wc find the following 
commanit-ation from bim in tho Ohio State 
Journal. How many of the other secession 
Editors and cx Elitors of our State could 
probably make similar confessions? 

Camp Ch.vsk, Oct. 3, 1881 

Gr.NTt.rMeN: I bad been under th* impreasion 
for some three weeks before th* arrest and deten- 
tiin nf my person here that it was the duty of 
myself and my neighbors at bum*, in Kentucky, 
to" yield a ready, willing, snd faithful adherence 
to t he wishes snd dasirea of s ■ -.j r it v of tha peo- 
j.le of our Stat*, and a determination to sustain 
th* Ganaril Givemnisnt. To that end a meeting 
waa calbd bv a a large number of State Rights 
men and I'mon man of Cynthiana. wberein thev 
declared that tbey would not do anything 'o con- 
trav*n* th* lawa 'of the State or National Govern- 
ment. I was Sacretsr - of that meeting, and 
signed it readily- anTl used all mv efforts to secure 
signers. I then and there d*i*rmin«d toa'iandon 
•aaecesh," »nd giv* myself up to Ih* advance- 
ment and success of tbe National Government un- 
conditionally . 

To tell you th* truth, I hav* never been in my 
heart for secession, but circumatar.es* carried ma 
down into tbe vortex, and it waa almost next to 
impassible, while remaining st boms, to aban- 

dm iU 

Before I fell in with this Southern fanaticism, 
I was strongly in favor of th* "OnMitntion, tb* 
Cnion, and the enforcement of tbe laws," and 
I. allied f..r it. with a large majority in the coun- 
ty, where I resided, against ma. I adhered to it 
up to about the last of April last, w hsn our I'nion 
Ex-cutiv* Committee got nervnus, and fell into 
neutrality. Believing that tha State was dnf.- 
ing P,.|rn'etto-ward. I made a grand summersault, 
and bav* since bean lalanring for the adtsncement 
of that ruinous, rebellious fully, secession. I have 
fait ita withering influence upon ev*ry healthy 
constitutional principle which I aver entertained 
—hav* isflen determined to soaks it off, but could 
not. on account of my surroundings 

Afiar the l^igi.Ulura met, and enacted resolu- 
tions forgiving past offences, I determined to take 
an oath making myself loyal to the General and 
State Government, and permitted myself to be 
arrested, that I might prove to tb* people, the 
fri mda of the General O.svernment, »nd the Gov- 
ernment itself, tbat I would r main no l inger its 
eneinv — snd I declare to vou. Mr. Editor, this it 
m».te i bat I mav lie permitted to voluntsar in 
tb* defence of my Sta'a, Kentucky, in good faith.

C. r -ral Hiuhss of II Com- 
pany Rifles, immediately after the surrender, 
j-jmpsd on bis horse and made good bis escspi to 
Craig, riding a distance of 11(1 miles en bout 
ssting or drinking, and without quitting his sad- 
dle. From these few instances it may easily be 
seen tbst th* men were not to Mam*, or in sny 
wsy to be accused of disloyally to either their 
flag or country.

Arrival of Federal Prisoners at Charles- 
ton — Tbs Cbarl*ston Mercury gives the follow- 
ijg account of the arrival of the Federal prison- 
srs sen', from Richmond to lb* sickly barbor of 
Charleston. It will be seen that seven infantry 
snd two csvslry companies were celled out to 
•tort one hundred snd fifty unarmed prisoners 
from tha ds|ajl to the J ail: 

Yesbrlay ths Tsnkee priacnera of wsr, who 
bad been expected on Thursday, reaches! th* city 
at an h- ur when most of our citizens were prcb 
ably still slumbering in their beds. The arrant?*- 
men's for their reception, which had been mad* 
by Col. Branch, commanding the military, war* 
carried nut quietly snd in tb* m et fa'iafic'orv 
manner. Th* detail for tbia sarvc* was the First 
Kegiment of Rides, to which was attached a 
squad of cavalry.

I found him a 
modest, unaasuming man, affabl*. acceseibls, 
snd surrounded with nor.e of ths nemp snd cir- 
cumstance of war, bia personal sppear .rce indi- 
citing to tbe rasusl observer little of the qualities 
wbich are ao clearly manifested in his efficient 
administration cf tb* affaire of hi* district. Bat 
a short acquaintancs soon convinced me that he 
is err i lent I v the right man in the right place. 
He is a thorough soldier, despatches business with 
wonderful facility snd energy, and ia thoroughly 
informed with reference to tb* condition of hi* 
command, which extends from Ironton, Mo., to 
Paducab, Ky. 

I learned from a Colonel of a regiment here a 
little incident connected with tb* taking of Pa- 
dut-ah, which, while illustrating the character of 
tbe man, shows lbs extent of obligation which 
tbe Government, and especially the Stataof Ken- 
tucky, owes bim. 

At four o clock of th* dsy preceding the tat ing 
of Paducih infprmstion wss brought in by ore of 
th* General's rpies that tha rebels hid taken 
Hickman and ColumbiK, and bad started a force 
or 3 8U<1 men to take Paducah. 

Gen. Grant immediately issued his requisition 
tt Gen. McClernand, the commander of th* poet, 
fir tb* necessary fotce to go to Paducsb: at tb* 
sama tim* h* stopped th* transmiasion of all tele- 
graphic despatches except those sent by himself, 
and issued orders that no on* should lie permitted 
to leave Cairo under any pretext till tb* next 
day. He than telegraphed In Gen. Fremont th* 
information be had. and asked leave to go and 
To this despatch be received no 
At e o clock bis Hnet of boats was ready- 
to start, no one but tbe General and his staff and 
th* commander of the post knowing whither. 
But there was no order from St. Louis. General 
G ant repeated Ih* daepatcb, snd a curtained 
tbst the wires wer* in good working order, and 
that his nn- sage bad been dtlivered to Gen. Fre- 
mont. Still no answer — nineo'clcck, ten o'clock; 
still no snswer. It was a trying position. His 
instructions bad been not to march bis force" into 
Kentucky. He knew that every hour tb* rebels 
were sppn aching Caducab — that further delay 
would t o fatal to his plans for a peaceable anti- 
cipation of tb* anemy. II* could wait no longer. 
Turning to on* of his staff, he said, "Com* on, 
we will go. I will tak* Paducab, and mv* Ken- 
tucky, if it costs ms my commission.'' 

Tbs sequsl pr>ved the necessity for bis prompt 
assumption of rnapoaaibiliiy. At eight o'clock 
naxt morning he was in possesion of Paducah, 
whils tha enemy ware only fourteen noles behi d 
him. 

It is oeedle-s to add tbat his conduct wa< fully 
commended by tbe authorities at St. Louis snd 
Washington.

Impoktast kkob thb Chkboker Nation — 
Duajflction of John RiMt — From Key. Wm S 
K l.in-on. Misaionsry teacher of th* Old School 
Hresbyterisn Church, who retched St. laiuis last 
Saturday frm« tha Cben ke* Nation, w* laaro 
some iinplesasot intelligence concurring tbs ac- 
tion of ths Chisf snd Council of tbst nation. 

Ths bsttls of Wilson's Creek bsd bad tbs un- 
bsppiset effect. The secession party — against 
which Chisf John Ross bsd struggled so herd, 
snd, apparen'ly, with to mu--h success — was 
great It strengthened by tbat event, aid. insti - 
gated bv emissaries of the Confederate Stales, 
had r*n*wed their violent clamors for alliance 
wi>h tbe South. 

Overborn* by this pressure, John R ise, on the 
-'"th of August, called the Council together at 
1'sleq'ish, snd sent in s message recommending 
a severance of their connection with th* Govern 
inent of tb* United State., snd sn sllitnc* with 
th* Southern Confederacy. Tin Council, by a 
vote, approved of these recommendation*, and 
next dav appointed commissioners to make s 
treaty of alliance with the Southern government. 

The Confederate Comm ssiomw at Taleqnab. 
with authority from Kich.nni.d, bad mads propo- 
sitions Ui ths Council offering to a sums th* pav- 
martof th* regular annuities which th* Cher- 
okee* had hitherto ric.ircd from th* L'nitsd 
States Government, and which they feared would 
be lost to them by an alliance with th* South 
Tbe proposition, 'together with the violent .and 
overbearing coniln:i of I be secession party, proved 
too much for tb* wavering Roes and the Council; 
and, as th*v w*re tbraatenad bv invasion from 
Arkansas and Texas, and without the hope of 
succor from tba Fed >ral Government, thev agreed 
to *ec-de from tbe United Slates and unite with 
tba rebel government. 

Tb* wife of Cbief Ross, however, beld out to 
the list, snd refused to yield up ber sdhsrenc* to 
tbe Union. After tb* proceedings of tb* (' unt il, 
s C nfsderste flat; was prepared to ba hoistad 
nver th* Council Houss in laUpaht but Mrs. 
Rosa declared tbst sbs would not allow it, and 
threatened, that, if it were raised, sha would 
mak* her nn, six vesrs old, tear It down. Ow- 
ing to her spirited resistance, tbe flag was not 
raised. 

Tha violence af th* secession party in ths Ns- 
tion, sroused by the result of th* battle of Wil- 
son's Creek, grew mnr* furious after tbs disloyal 
action of tbe Council, and Mr. Robinson, wbo had 
been a teach, r in the Missouri Schor l at Tallahas- 
see, in the Cr*» k Sri r, for twelve years, was 
compelled to Has with his family, upontwi-nly- 
four hours' notice. 

The Mbs uri School was broken np on the ."oh 
of July la t, by a company of "light horse' un- 
1 -r the command of the Superintecd*nt, wbo 
had I •• • i deput) d by the first and second chiefs. 
Tb* tit* ks took p ssession of sll the mi-sionary 
prop, r v, valu- d at abut r 1 ' "". and t u -e • fami- 
lies snd four ladies connected with tbe school 
wsre ordered out of the rountrv. All raiseiisn- 
a ios l*ft th* nation except Rav. Messrs. llurkner 
snd Vandevere. of tb* Baptist Church South. 

Th* Creekc had raised, md were drilling 1.000 
men for service in tbe Confederate srmy, snd bad 
apprnpriatsd 10 000 from tbeir scIksiI fund to pay 
for their equipment. The Cherokee* had raised 
1,1910 men a* a Home f iuard, when Mr. Robinson 
left I ale j lah. He represents the people gener- 
ally as being in favor of peace. 

As long ss th* Federal army under Gen. Lyon 
held its position at Springfield, tbe I'nion party 
among lb* Cherokees succaesfully m ht lined 
itself, ss tb* secessionists were loo much occu- 
pied in tbe defence of their own territory *nd in 
gathering troopi to meet Lyon to psy attention 
to affairs in tbe Na'io | bu*, when" Lyon was

After I he prisoner* had been duly placed in 
tbeir quarters, the <■ mi paries of th* rifle regi 
ment, with the rxcep'ion of the Z u ives. w*r* 
dismissed. Colonel llrarrh detail. d the Wash 
iugton Lght Infantry to *sc-rt their laouiaiana 
comrades to ths Charleston Hotel, rh.tr* tbey 
a J .veil tb* needed rest sfter tbeir toil <iroe j ur- 
ney, which had been rendered doubly arduous by 
th* constant guard duty rend-red "necessary by 
the presence of so large a beds of prisoners. 

Th* 7. -uvea were detailed for guard duty st 
t be j ail. Th* Yankee effi.-era, thirty four in num- 
ber, wsre placed in three good airy rooms on the 
second H sir of tha jail. The privates, to tba 
number of on* hundred and twonty, occupy 
twelve rooms on the uppermost story of the build- 
ing. None of the r aims contain any furniture, 
but th* prisoners all had thsir blanket*, and 
seemed st no loss to msks themselves t. l-rahlv 
comfortable. 

We eidwivoreil to get a copy of th* roll of tb* 
prisoners, but thin was refused by tha officer in 
charge of tba military guard, asapoesibls breach 
of his duty. 

Tha privates srs nearly all from Michigan, 
Massaclinsatts, ard N*w Toik. A Richmond pa- 
per had manti.med these prisoners a having baien 
"selected chiefly fmm smong lb s* who haJ 
evinced the met inscdent ard insul ordinal a dis- 
position." hut tbeir deportment yesterday was 
generally as orderly as could ba desired. They 
all wear their uniform , though soma of these ar* 
in a somewhat dilapidated condition. The r fficera 
have trunks, bu' the men ar* encumbered by no 
supeifluoui baggage. Soma of lbs nffic Be, iu- 
c uding Co corsn, are not yet whul y recovered 
from their wour.ds. Tbey are generally sbund- 
an-ly provided with money (-pecie), and wer* 
verv s licitous to be allowed to bin a rook to pre 
pare tbeir meals. Wa learn tbat instead of the 
usual ccsrse prison fare, they will be served with 
gad substantial ratioLs from the Commissary 
Department. 

Wben tbey first srrived tbev wars generally 
taciturn, but during tbe day became commum- 
c it ive, in a -me instance.! even loqanciuus. We 
may mention tbst they evinced s holy horror fur 
th* newspaper reporUrs^ — tb* very natural conse- 
quences of their experience with th* representa- 
tives if the unpnuciplel press of the North. 
Tbeir views wiih regard to thsir probable treat- 
ment ber* were varic.ua. S.moi f tb*m imagiued 
th it tbey wsre to be pieced immediately in irons, 
while others (especially th* r.thcer») labored under J ' ' 
the fond hallucination that they were to be liber- 
ated on parole. Many of them busied themselves 
with devising pr positions to communicate by 
letter to tbeir friends. Tha plan most popular 
amongst them seemed to be to hav* tbeir pack 
a<es of let ten nut out to the blot-leading JUtt under a 
Hag of true*. 

The prisoners will remain in the j til until next 
Tuesday, by which time it ia expected Castle 
I'inckney «ill be ready for their reception. Mean- 
time tba / ustss will continue to perform tbs 
necessary guard duty. No ons sxctpting th* 
guaids was yesterdsy permitted to see the pris- 
oners. A more suitabl* cuooniin than Captain 
Itoag could scarcely bsvs b-<en selected.
